Columbus. N. Ma March 10.— LJeut. 
.lamea P, Cu-th-man. of Imulsvllle, 
commanding troop F., was officer of 
the day. Griffin's shots and the ans- 
wering volley, which pierced the aen- 
trvs stomai'h, caused Castleman to 
leap for the d.ior. Ha was met by a 
Maglcan who Bred point blank at him 
and missed. Castleman killed him. 

Hy this time the Mexicans had swept 
thru the town, riddling the liarrarks 
and hospital, ind leaving fourt.-en of 
their number dead. 

IJeut. Castleman marched troop F. 
Into the town to protect civilian men, 
women and children who already were 
running thru the streets under the fire 
of Mexican troopers who were lighted 
III their work by the Darning Cummer 
cial hotel and other buildings. Lieut 
John J. Lucas disposed his men on thi 
railroad skirting the southern side o 
the town with two machine guns sup 
ported by rlllemen. 

Ueut. Caslleman. stationing his men 
In front Of the hotel owned by Mayor 
W. C. Hisiver, next door to the C 
lumbus Bank, engaged many times the 
number of Mexicans and drove the 
liandlta westward. They sought the 
cover of ft hill In the rear of the cus 
turns house fifty yards southeast of the 
El Paso and Southwestern railroad 
station. Lieut. Lucas' machine gun 
troop caught them as they crossed the 
track and rlllemen In a ditch took them 
In Malik as the Mexicans, practically 
all mounted, dnshed southward.

BIG BOOM ON IN 

TOWN OF KERMIT 

Big Plant For Manufacture of Gaso- 
line to be Built. 



The little town of Kermlt, one of the 
bualeaf, Mid most prosperous In the 
county, Is soon to have Its fame ex- 
tended. Situated In Ihe great Marrow- 
bone gas Held, where great develop- 
ment Is In progress, the little city Is 
advantageously bunted and Its growth 
during the past year has been very sub- 
stantial. In addition to the gas Indus- 
try the growth of the community re- 
cently has been Increased by the mam- 
moth plant of the Hutchison Lumber 
Co., on Wolfe creek. There quite a 
suburb Is springing up. 

Reogntly the United Puel <'-as o>.. 

said to control practically all of the 
gas output of the Marrowbone Held, 
has commenced the erection of a vast 
plant by means of which gasoline Is 
extracted from the gas. Just what the 
output of this plant will be Is not yet 
known but It Is sufficient In size to 

lake care of all the gns pum I from 

the Held. 

By a certain process gasoline is ta- 
ken from the gas without Injuring or 
Imparing the gas In any way. What 
gasoline thus secured Is clear prollt to 
the company, less of course the cost 
of operating the plant. 

Ill addition to gaining this by-pro- 
duct the gas. after the gasoline has 
h,,<,ii extracted is mm b more easy to 
transport. As It has been up Pi this 
lime the Ruld in the gas sometimes 
freeze In cold weather, stopping* the 
How entirely and causing the gu» com- 
pany /• great deal of expense and an 
noyancc. 

From the newspaper dispatches It Is 
Indicated Hint Kermlt Is lo be further 
advertls.d. A message from Colum- 
bus states that the Ohio Public 1'tlll- 
tles Commissions has authorized th< 
Kermlt Has Co. to Issue stocks nni 
bonds to the amount of $10,000,000 or 
more In order to take over the hold- 
ings of the Culled Fuel Has Co. This 
Is a plnn of reorganization and the 
new company Is to take over nil the 
lenses and other proper 
Fuel Hue company In 
glnla counties.— Mlnto Republican. 



Chicago, March 10.— Phenomenal ad- 
vances have been shown In the cattle 
and hog markets this week. 

No such spectacular hog trade-as the 
present has been witnessed since the 
spring of 'IV 10, when semi-famine sup- 
ply conditions existed and til 20 per 
cwl. was paid at Chicago That mark- 
et stimulated production all over the 
country, reMulling in the largest pig 
crop ever produced In 1915, on which 
packers hud based expectancy of a 
15 50W6 trade during the present win- 
ter. Liquidation of light stuff during 
December, owing tb the fullure of tin- 
corn crop In many localities, forced 
prices down to f6 75 to »6 20 per cwt. 
at thut Juncture, but with the turn of 
the y.ar rapid enhancement occurred 
and between {he December low spot 
and the high apot this week the mar- 
k.-t advanced about |:i :.u per cw I. un- 
der Ihe inlluence of the hottest compe- 
tition ever witnessed at the atockyards. 
On the low day last December top hogs 
sold at $fi 50, and the average price was 
f6. On Thursday of this week the top 
wus IV 80 and the average IV 68, with 
the $10 top quotation reasonably cer- 
tain to develop before the week end. 
This phenomcuul advance occurred 
during a period of heavy receipts at 
all market* prior to March, and fur- 
nishes growers with a convincing dem- 
onstration thai Ihe day of cheap hogs 
la over. Both beef and mutton were 
high, and the mosses went to pork, 
which, coupled with un abnormal for- 
eign demand lor pork products and an 
excellent industrial situation, made the 
advance Irresistable. 

Almott Spectacular. 

The advance In cattle has been al- 
most as spectacular during the Last 
three weeks us has that In hogs, and 
many In the trade are still puzzled as 
to how It happened. 

The advance In hogs, eliminating 
cheap pork as a competitor of beef, 
waa undoubtedly un uplirtiug inlluence 
and the fact that liquidation had run 
Ita course bus furnished a tonic, as has 
the reopening of the Blocker und feed- 
er outlet, at Chicago, through which 
HU D peti t! OB haa been broadened. One 
Item not to be overlooked Is that win- 
ter beef muking In the Kast has been 
on a limited scale, necessitating heav- 
ier drafts on Western markets to sup 
ply the populous Fjist with beef, aeon 
dltlon likely to exist until grass be 
comes a factor, and any considerable 
supply from that source Is some dls 
tance away. 

For a year past territory east of 
Chicago has been liquidating' cattle 
and replenishment has been neglected 
for many reasons, the principle ones 
being disease and inability to buy thin 
cattle at Chicago, the logical market 
for that region. With corn-belt feed 
lots partly empty and the SouthweHt- 
ern beef crop short present prices look 
legitimate. 

Live mutton trade has been conduct 
ed on such remarkable high -price lev 
els all winter, and particularly since 
Ihe turn of the year, as to forestall any- 
such sharp advances in recent weeks 
aa have occurred In the cattle und hog 
trade. 

The Advance in Cattle. 

A dasa of decent to good qualitiei 
thin, light steers that sold at $5 50 t 
$6 40 on the February low spot made 
$7 to $7 85 on the crest of the rise this 
week, such cattle now getting both kill- 
er and feeder competition. Cunnery lit- 
tle "rag-tail" steers have gullied less. 
They were then selling at $4 50 to $5, 
and are now making $5 25 to $5 71 
Fleshy to half fat wurmed-op 1.000 t 
1.200 pound steers that sold by the 
thousand un the February low spot at 
$6 50 to $7 25. have gone to a $7 76 to 
$8 65 liaais generally and In si-mo ca- 
ses the apift-eciation Is even more. The 
$7 25 to $8 grades on the low spol I Ull 
mouth are now making $8 65 to IS 15. 
Top grades have gained less, though a 
lot of atrlctly good to choice heavy- 
steers have sold at IV 2r. to $9 75 that 
could not beat $8 50 to $9 25 at the low- 
time, and the top this week, as last, has 
been $9 90. Buyers are reluctant to puy 
$10, but eventually it must come. 



Washington, March 14.— Representa- 
tive Klncheloe delivered a speech In 
the House to-day In support Of the 
Borland amendment to the legislative 
appropriation bill which provides for 
u reduction in number of Government 
clerks and that each clerk shall work 
eight Instead of seven hours a day. His 
remarks were frequently interrupted 
by applause. 

Itcpresentatlve W. J. Fields spoke in 
favor of the "eight hour" amendment. 
He said he always believed lnasquure 
deal for working men and for that 
reason believed that Government clerks 
throughout the country should not suf- 
fer discrimination in favor of those In 
Washington.

MERCY IS RECOMMENDED. 

Klklns, W. Vo_, March 13.— For the 
murder of his wife, Mrs. Blanche 
Waiuslev, at Mill creek, this county, on 
N.w Year's Day, 1915.

Wamsley was to-day found guilty of 
first-degree murder, the Jury, howev 
er. recommending mercy, which means 
that Wamsley will receive a life sen- 
tence in the state penitentiary.

Many Kentucklans soon will be hot 
on the trlul of Villa, the bandit who 
led his forces into the town of Colum- 
bus, N. M., a few days ago and mas- 
sacred seventeen Americans. 

Lieutenant A. W. Gulllon, of the 
Sixteenth United States Infantry, sta- 
tioned on the Mexican border and who 
was formerly commandant at - State 
L'nlversity, a Newcastle boy, who left 
yesterday for the scene of the man 
hunt, said Kentucky is well represent- 
ed In all regiments In service in and 
around the territory where Yllla will 
be pursued. 

Lieutenant Gullion'was visiting his 
h. ine on a furlough when the decision 
of President Wilson and his Cabinet to 
go after Villa was announced, and 
without waiting for further orders, he 
started at once to Join his company. 
.Nearly every regiment now on the Mex- 
ican border. Lieutenant Gulllon added, 
has many Kentucky boys in the ranks. 

At Aguu Prieta last November. Lieu- 
tenant Gulllon said he saw Villa and 
bis bund engaged in a battle with the 
Carranzu troops, and on that occasion 
the bandit had a following of 8,000 or 
9.000 men. the majority of whom ap- 
peared to be well trained for service 
in battle. 

They were well equopped, but since 
then, Villa's forces have dwindled con- 
siderably, and he has lost much of his 
field artillery', which means that If he 
should decide to make a stand agulnst 
the American troops, his efforts can 
not prove effective.— Lexington Lea- 
der.

Divorcees Beware 
Hasty Remsrriags. 

Persona who obtain decrees of di- 
vorce In West Virginia and who eon- 
template another marriage had bet- 
ter look up the law in the premises 
before taking a hasty second plunge 
Into the matrimonial sea. or they may 
find themselves facing the charge of 
bigamy. 

The new divorce laws as passed by 
the last session of the state legislature 
provide that divorcees who remarry 
Inside of six months after obtaining 
their decrees are amenable to crlml 
nal proceedings the same as If they 
were living together without marriage 
as the law specines that such mar- 
riages are void and Illegal. 

Former Governor William Mercer 
Owens Dawson, twelfth governor of the 
state of West Virginia, died Sunday 
following an Illness of one week. II 
had been In Ul health for a period of 
one year. There were at his bedside. 
Mrs. Dawson, his son Daniel, of Hunt- 
ington, and Captain linker White, of 
f harleelon. 

Mr. Dawson was born In Itloomlng- 
n. Mil., which was then within a few 
hundred feet of the Virginia line, now 
the West Virginia line, on May 21. lH.'.S 
During his early life he was a clerk 
and then taught school as a young 
in. and In 1K73 he went to Kingwood 
W. Va., and became editor of the I"res- 
ton County Journal. Two years Inter 
he becsme owner of the paper and 
made It one of the strongest publiia- 
tlons In the state. 

He entered polities In. 1874 and was 
elected chairman of the Republican 
county committee of Preston county 
and served 13 years In that capacity. 

The county court at Logan, W. Va.. 
(Minted the petition submitted by the 
l<ogitn Chamber of Coinmeroe provid- 
ing for a special election to lie held In 
Logan district on April 22 on the pro- 
position of bonding the district In the 
amount of $200,000 for the permanent 
Improvement .mil repair of county 
roads. 

The order provides for the perma- 
nent Improvement of nil the roads In 
the district, re-locating the same where 
necessary and the construction of 
bridges and culverts. The bonds are to 
draw live per cent Interest per annum 
and be redi-emuble under the following 
plan: fine-fourth redeemable In five 
years, and one-twentieth at the end of 
the sixth and each following year up 
to the twentieth. 

The order also provides for a vote 
on a 16-eent special district lev}- per 
annum to create a sinking fund to pay 
off the said bonds and aciTued Inter- 
est.

QUYAN OPERATORS 

LOSING »1e500 DAILY. 

Effort Will Be Msde to Have N. A W. 
Build Connection From Dingesa 
to Island Creek Region. 

Due to the lack of railway cars the 
coal ..pernors In this field are losing 
11.600 dally, according to competent au- 
thority. Not more than forty per cent 
of the requirements are being furnish- 
ed the mines, and the situation is so 
critical that talk has been revived of 
asking the Norfolk and Western to 
build a twvlve-mlle line from Dlngess 
to the mouth of Island creek at this 
point, which would give access tp the 
old main line of the N. A W. at Ke- 
nova. Inasmuch as the former ton- 
nan.- of this line has been mostly di- 
verted to the new line down the Tug 
and Big Sandy rivers, the arrangement 
would be an ideal one as an outlet for 
tiiiyun Vulley coal. 

It Is stated that the mines on Island 
creek and its tributaries could send 
three million Ions a > ear over the new 
propoai-d route without diminishing the 
traffic of the Chesapeake * Ohio In this 
Held and It Is understoisj that the N. 
& W. 1ms expressed a willingness to 
enter Into the prolect of constructing 
the short connecting link. 

The loss to the operators under the 
present situation is figured on the ba- 
sis of supply and deinund. In other 
words diil the railway furnish suf- 
ficient cars, enough coal not tied up 
under contracts made when prices were 
lower could be produced and market- 
ed at spot prices that would net the 
various mines In the field a profit of 
$1,500 a day. 

At the same time. It is pointed out. 
assuming that the railroad earns a 
profit of 25 cents a ton on coal out of 
this Held, it Is losing 14,000 a day. or 
etioimh to pay four four new steel rnrs 
at the prices prevailing a few months 
ngo. or at least three cars under the 
prevailing prices. 

The operators are now In the mood 
to carry the matter to a definite con- 
clusion ami will make determined ef- 
forts to bring about the desired Im- 
provement In transportation facilities 
at an early date. — Logan (W. Va.) 
Democrat.

Hints to Make a Bore 
Somewhat Eaeier, 

Pew people move right, and It is a 
good plan to know how to pack things 
for moving, even though yoa are not 
threatened this year. When you know 
you are going to move begin st once to 
jnv-0 newspaiM-rg shd boxes. Several 
small boxes are more prtctlcal than 
the huge packing cases sometimes 
used. They are not so bard to handle 
and confleXtPently receive better treat 
roent. Far the same reason barrels sre 
more advisable than boxes for dishes 
or fragile articles. If boxes are used 
for this purpose they should be con 
spfc-nously marked. When preparing 
pictures or mirrors for shipment It is 
considered a good plan to wrap and 
crate them Instead of boxing, so people 
handling them can see what they are 
In the same way a strip lid adds to 
the security of the box ef glass fruit 
Jan or similar articles. Books should 
be packed in small, strong boxes. Of 
course the way things are packed de- 
pends largely upon their destination 
When hauled In a van they require 
comparatively no packing, the mov- 
ers assuming all responsibility for 
scratches and breakage. When pre- 
paring for shipment the packing can- 
not be too carefully dona This work 
should also be guaranteed In case 
yoor effects comprise more than one 
load it is essential that the first one 
should contain the carpets, the dining 
room and kitchen equipment, for, 
while tbey are the last things needed 
In the old house, tbey will be demand- 
ed first in the new. The Importance 
of carefully nmde pinna cannot be too 
highly emphasized, nor can the advan- 
tages, to be derived from securing the 
expert, and competent services of a re-

FOUR DIE, TWO INJURED 
IN EXPL08ION. 

Four men were shot Into eternity 
■When the boiler of the Pikeville Diall- 
ing Mill & Supply Co. In South I'ike- 
vllh- let go lost Monday morning, and 
two others are badly Injured thouKh 
tbey will live. The dead are, Sam 
WoIfTord, fireman, Andy Robinson, 
Brack Adkins and his son Alden Ad- 
kins, 17 and the Injured are B. Justice 
and Harry Ritch. The lower half of the 
mill was totally wrecked by the ex- 
plosion, and some of the machinery In- 
cluding a boiler was blown Into the riv- 
er on one side and far up on the hill- 
side In the other direction. Other men 
who had business at the mill narrowly 
escaped death by being a few minutes 
late. Among these ure, W. H. Staten, 
foreman, and John M. Tripled. The 
cause of the explosion Is a mystery. It 
was felt for miles around and many mis 
took It for a violent earthquake. The 
woodwork around the machinery was 
blown into splinters and twisted Iron 
and pipes was strewn over the open 
Held In which the mill was situated. 

Taulbert Adkins, who was not so 
near the boiler, was not Instantly kill- 
ed, and he was hurried down town, but 
died about three hours later. 

Harry Ritch was badly bruised and 
had his arms and legs broken, and Jus- 
tice's injuries were mostly about the 
head. He was moved to the office of 
Dr. Z. A. Thompson on a stretcher 
Where his wounds were dressed, and 
there Is hope for his recovery along 
with Ritch. 

This is the most serious disaster that 
has ever occurred at Pikeville. 

The remains of Andrew Robinson, 
aged about SO, were laid to rest in the 
Luke Sword cemetery Tuesday after- 
noon with a fitting ceremony by the 
members of the Pikeville Lodge No, 
294. I. O. O. F., of which he was also a 
member. The religious rites were held 
in the Island creek Tabernacle. Rev. 
M. C. Reynolds delivering the funeral 



Klkins. West Va.. and he had stopped 
off at Shelbiana on his way through to 
Virginia. Both legs and the left band 
were taken off and he was dragged sev- 
eral yards and received other Injuries. 
Though horribly mangled, he lived for 
about thirty minutes and was able to 
give directions that enabled the au- 
thorities to communicate with his rel- 
atives regarding the disposition of the 
body. The body was shipped to Pike- 
ville Friday morning and was prepar- 
ed for burial by undertaker Call. In 
the meantime advice arrived from Klk- 
ins directing; that he be burled here, 
ond later another telegram arrived gay, 
Ing to hold the remains for the arrival 
of relatives; but the remains had al- 
ready been Interred Sunday morning 
before the last telegram reached the 
addressee here.
